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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10-8-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1-7, 8-14 and 15-21 under Thomas et a/, the examiner upholds 
the rejection of record. Given that Thomas discloses the choosing of one channel over 
another based on quality, such would inherently perform the transmission rate 
modification as the examiner continues to read such as an intended use limitation. The 
invention of Thomas provides the apparatus of e.g. claim 1 , and as such would perform 
such a task the same as the instant claimed invention would. As to claim 2, Thomas 
discloses the characteristic may be signal quality, associated with signal power (energy, 
col 10 lines 9-19). As to claim 3, the examiner reads the RF network of Thomas as a 
local-area network. 

Regarding claims 22-32 under Robinson et a/, the examiner upholds the rejection 
of record. The applicant asserts that Robinson fails to disclose a priority for data, 
however Robinson discloses such in col 4 lines 24-57, specifically stating that while the 
priority may be that of a specific terminal, it may also be priority for a specific service, 
which is read as a priority for that service's communications, i.e. data. Such is stated by 
Robinson; "In relation to any reduction of bandwidth provided to a unit, services of 
greater importance to that unit (e.g. services essential to the relay of information) are 
maintained above ancillary services that are complementary to the relay of information, 
i.e. the bandwidth required to support a voice communication is substantially less than 
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the bandwidth required to support video conferencing while the essential information is 
predominantly contained within the voice communication," col 4 lines 46-55.
